THE SINKING OF {HE RODGERS. 

From the Banks of the Alden River, April 
f, 1882.—I have .just met a. courier bearing 
dispatches. fronry W. H. Geiden, the Herald 
correspondent, with the Rodgers, whom the 
courier had accompadied from Kolymsk on 
the Kolyma river, to Verkhoyansk, 400 miles 
north of Yanubsk. Gilder had made a journey 
of 2,000 versts among the Chuckches. He 
was sent forward with the news that the 
Rodgers bad.,been burned and sunk; that 
Liutenant Berry, with the officers and crew, 
thirty-six in number,:are at Tiapka, near 
Cape Serdz; thata vessel should be sent for 
them as early as possible. 

THE RENPOR'S DISASTER. 

New Yorx, April 19.—The steamer Renpor, 
from West Hartlepool, England, for Boston, 
entered ice April 11, stove ber starboard bow, 
jettisoned all her cargo forward, stopped the 
large holes, and on the 12th got out of the ice 
and started slowly for land. On April 15 
the plug washed out of the hole in the star- 
board bow, and she was abandoned at mid- 
night sinking. The Renpor was an iron 
steamer. schooner rigged, and had a cargo of 
about 1,100 tons of iron and 3,000 bags of po- 
tatoes. She was probably insured in Europe. 
All hands were rescued by the steamer Mary 
Louise, from Shields, and landed at New 
York to-day.

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THE CAROLINA CASES. 


Evidence as to the Fairness of the Election and the 
Good Character of Detendants. 

CHARLESTON, April 19.—In the United 
States court, to-day, before Judges Bond aud 
Bryan, the grand jury found true bills against 
$8 cilizens of Barnwell county, charging 
them with obstructing the qualified voters at 
buford’s Bridge precinct, in Barnwell county 
at the general election in November, 188i, 
In the original indictment 43 defendants 
were included, but the grand jury found ‘no 
bill’ as to five of the number. 

THE TRIAL RESUMED. 

The trialof the case of the United States 
against Lucien L. Carroll and others, man- 
agers of the election at Mayesville, in Sumter 
county, Which was commenced yesterday, 

‘as resumed, and testimony on both sides 
was concluded. The testimony for the de- 
fense was delivered by 15 white witnesses, in- 
cluding the three defendants. These wit- 
nesses all testified that the poll at Mayesville 
had been opened promptly at 6 o'clock on 
the morning of the election in 1880; that be- 
fore the voting began one of the managers 
opened the ballot box and exhibited it pub- 
licly to the crowd on the outside. and turned 
the box Sup-side down to show there 
were no tickets in it, when it was 
locked. All the witnesses who 
were present stated that they saw into the 
box clearly, and that it was perfectly empty. 
The republican supervisor arrived at the poll 
about 20 minutes after the voting began. He 
was admitted into the room but the mana- 
gers refused to reopen the box, so that he 
could see into it, telling him that the box 
had already been exhibited, and that if-they 
reopened the box after the voting had be- 
gun they would invalidate the whole poll. 
The testimony for the defense went further 
to show that the surplus tickets found in the 
box were deposited through the aperture in 
the lid by the voters. The good character of 
the defendants was testified to by a number 
of witmesses, botin-republicans and democrats. 
Argument in the ¢use will be heard to-mor- 
row, morning. 
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A DRAMATIC SUICIDE, 


A German Goca to the Cemetery and Kills Himself 

St..Lours, April 1%.—A remarkably dra- 
matie suicide occurred late last night. Henry 
Engelking, a middle-aged German cigar- 
maker, after vainly attempting to collect bills 
all day, came home gioomy and despondent, 
bid his wife good-bye, and said he was going 
to his children, showing hera pistol. She 
tried to detain him witheut ayail. He then 
walked to his store and bid his brother-in-law 
good-bye. The latter saw the pistol and fol- 
lowed, urging him to remain at home. En- 
gelking refused, and walked four miles toa 
cemetery, followed at a distance by his broth- 
er-in-law and another friend. 

IN THE CEMETERY. 

Arrived at the cemetery, his brother-in-law 
held out his hand pretending to want to bid 
him farewell, hoping to pinion him. lEngel- 
king eluded his grasp, however, jumped over 
the fence on the fot where six of his children 
and his brother were buried. Standing on 
his eldest child's grave, while his brother-in- 
law and friend were peering at him through 
the darkness, he placed th: revolver at his 
right temple and tired, and falling dead im- 
mediately.

A Diaastrons Cyclone in Missouri—The Storm in Ala- 
bama. 


Sr. Louis, April 19.—The cyclone which 
did such damage at Brownsville, Mo., yester- 
day, was preceded by a darkness like that of 
night. Thestorm came upon the town with 
lightning-like rapidity. Among the stores 
destroyed are C. M. Kelly’s drug store; M. D. 
Rumbert, hardware; B. W. Robinson, dry 
goods; C. M. Hahlers, confectioner; also the 
Central hotel, railroad depot and 
telegraph office, and most of the best 
business buildings in the town. Telegraphic 
communication is cut off, and it is ve i ffi- 
cult to obtain information. The Missouri 
Pacific railroad sent a special relief train from 
Sedalia last night, and several doctors went 
to the scene of the terrible calamity to render 
aid to the sufferers. Brownsville is the oldest 
town in Saline county, and is situated on the 
Missouri Pacitie. railroad, twenty-two miles 
from Sedalia. 

A STORM IN ALABAMA. 

Montcomery, Aua., April 19.—There was 
an immense fall of rain here and in other 
portions of Alabama last night. At Ever- 
greens, one hundred miles south, on the Mo- 
bile and Montgomery railroad, the wind blew 
a church down, unroofed the brick depot and 
blew down one side of it. Trees were leveled 
in alt directions.

THE TEXAN BOUNDARY. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE NATIONAL 
LEGISLATURE. 


The Senate Discusses the Texas Boundary and Mis- 
sissippi Improvements, and the Hou-e Has a 
@Report om the Garfield Empegses—The 
Utah Contested Election Case. 


Wasuinctow, April 19.—In the senate, Mr. 
Maxey called up the senate bill authorizing 
the president of the United States, in ‘con- 
junction with the state of Texas, to run and 
mark the boundary lines between a part of 
the territory of the United States and tae 
state of Texas, and to complete the survey 
authorized by the act of 1851. Passed. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The discussion of the Mississippi river im- 
provement bill was resumed, and Mr. Jonas, 
of Louisiana, argued in favor of applying a 
part of the appropriation to the immediate 
repair or construction of such levees as in 
the judgmentof the Mississippi river com- 
mission, will assist in repairing the channel 
and improving navigation. He discussed gen- 
erally, the ‘utility of the levee system. Mr. 
Garland spoke in favor of his amendment in- 
creasing the appropriation to fifteen million 
dollars. Mr. George obtained the floor, but 
vielded for an executive session, when the 
bill went ever until to-morrow without action. 

He favored a direct appropriation for build- 
ing the levees. He said the bill and the pend- 
ing amendments provided for the expendi- 
ture of money in accordance with the plans 
recommended by the Mississippi river com- 
mission, and he proceeded to show not only 
that these plans included and recommended 
~~ 8 large extent measures for 
the protection of the alluvial lands in the 
valley from overtiow, but that the commis- 
sion was expressly charged with the duty of 
inquiring into and imaturing such plans, and 
submitting them tu congress for action. He 
quoted the language of the statutes defining 
the duties of the commission, to show thatits 
plan and estimates were to be matured for 
the protection of the river banks in order to 
prevent destructive floods. After these plans, 
which he said recommend levees and are an 
indorsement of the levee system, had been 
submitted to congress, a_ disposition 
was apparent to treat the «question 
as an original one, and as such to deny the 
right of congress to ‘make appropriation f 
the purpose. Heregarded the proviso in tlfe 
bill as embodying «a hostility which had long 
existed in and out of congress to any measure 
for the improvement and development of the 
magnificent natural water way which, while 
accomplishing the object, would pro ect the 
alluvial lands through which it flows. This 
hostility was urged even in the face of jthe 
great misfortune of the recent overflow,wifich 
had reduced one of the most prosperous agri- 
cultural districts of the earth to cqgm- 
parative waste, and thrown many 
thousands of laborers upon the charity of the 
government for the bread with which to main- 
tuin life. In the opinion of the comunissioner, 
as Well as of many engineers and practical 
men, the levees were the only means of pro 
tection against overflow, and as far from the 
question being a new one, Mr. Jonas coniend- 
ed that it had been settled in the passage of 
the bill creating the commission, and thatthe 
eountry did not expect the senate now to take 
a step backward when the whole Mississippi 
valley was deluged, and the riparian proprie- 
tors, as Well as the states alfected, were power- 
less to stay the ravages. Was it proposed, 
he asked, that the chaunel should be deep- 
ened so that the produce of the north and 
west might be safely and cheaply conveyed 
to market, and yet that the water should be 
permitted to desolate the magnificent country 
between Cairo and the gulf? Was the great 
river to be permitted to carry ruin and deso- 
lation to anuther portion? Was it the interest 
of the grain-producing north and west that 
their home market should be destroved? Af- 
ter amplifying this consideration, and quot- 
ing the views enunciated by Garflejd, 
Hendricks and Calhoun, he argued from 
the gigantic and national character of the 
work that no individual eflorts of the states 
or districts world avail, and that without | 
the intervention of the federal government, 
the vast alluvial region of the lower river 
must be relegated to the wilderness from 
which it was redeemed. He was unable to 
give any estimate of the cost of a complete 
levee system, but in his opinion $50,000,000 
would be a cheap expenditure, if thereby the 
threatened valley was protected, and this 
would be repaid ten fold to the general 
wealth of the country in the _ in- 
crease of values, of population and 
of agricultural products. ‘Lhe speaker fur- 
ther stated that the senators who were object- 
ing to the appropriations for levees as a means 
of reciaiming the lands, bad already voted 
for the initial surveys and the estimates for 
this very purpose, and that the commission 
had reported in favor of such appropriations. 
He scouted the assumption that the owners of 
the lands were not to be protected because the 
value of their property might be enhanced, 
and denied that the improvements of river 
navigation as a work of national impor- 
tance, was entitled to any consideration 
that do not pertain to the prevention of over- 
flow. Referring to the success of the jetties, 
he said the movement of grain by the river 
for export from New Orleans increased in a 
single year, ending August 31, 1880, at the 
rate of 92 per cent in corn and 86 per cent. in 
wheat, and this with low water and dangerous 
navigation. 

MR. GARLAND’S SPEECH, 

Mr. Garland spoke in adyocacy of his 
amendment increasing the appropriation to 
$15,000,000. He urged that experience had 
demonstrated the economy of a sufficiently 
adequate appropriation in bulk rather than 
periodical outlays. He eulogized 
the recommendations of the re- 
cent message from the president 
favoring the additional sum asked for by the 
river commission, and specially indorsed the 
suggestion that it would be equitable for the 
government to return, by this method, to the 
population of the lower Missisippi valley, en- 
gaved in the production of cotton, a portion of 
the $68,000,000 collected @s a tax on that pro- 
duct. He would make a sufficient appropria- | 
tion, and leave its disbursement, whether for 
levees or outlets, to the commission.’ He as- 
serted the constitutional power of congress to 
appropriate for the reclamation of lands, and 
‘quoted from Calhoun, who, he 
suid, was the great light of the 
strict constructionists, in affirmation of this 
power.

Macon, April 19.—The 27th anniversary of 
the Macon fire department was grandly cele- 
brated to-day.

In the 
surprise test of ten men to run 75 yards, catch 
reei stationed 25 yards from plug, carry to 
same and attach and lay 50 
feet of hose, disconnect, attach 
pipe and play fifty feet of water, No4 won 
the first prize, a fine silver tilting pitcher, in 
27 seconds; No. 3 second, in 28 seconds. The 
third prize wasa foot race of one hundred 
yards to plug, uncap, couple on a section of 
hose and play 50 feet of water, go as you 
lease, Oscar Heckel, of No. 5, winning in 
2614 seconds; George Bassford, of No, 2, seec- 
ond,in 25 seconds, This prize was a silver 
berry dish, 


THE PARADE AND PRIZES, 

lt will be seen by the above that No. 5, the 
old reliable, won the first prize in the most 
important of the tests and was second best in 
the two other tests, making the best record of 
any oné company in the department. After 
the parade the prizes were delivered 
to the successful companies by Tracy Baxter, 
of the Macon bar. The prize won by No. 3 
was received by Foreman John T. Boifeuillet, 
in behalf of his company. Foreman F. L. 
Kennedy responded in behalf of No. 4, and 
Mr. F. Schoneman replied for No. 2.

RAILROADS, 


MOSTLY OF INTEREST IN THE 
STATE OF GEORGIA. 


Leuisvile Southern, a New Road—An Important 
Stock Sale-The Knoxville Lines—Knoxville 
and Augusta—The Gainesville, Jefferson © 
asd Southern—Athens Extension. 


The need of another line to the south is 
being felt in the northwest, and steps have 
been taken to supply the want. The Louisville 


| Courier-Journal says the present legislature 
‘ has passed an amendment to the charter of 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago rail- 


way company, allowing it to indorse. the 
bonds of any railway company constructing a 
line from Louisville to the Virginia line; and 
aiso to consolidate or make traffic arrange- 
ments with any such road, 
understood that this power has in view the 
consolidation of the Louisville, Nashville, 
Albany and Chicago, or a traftic arrangement 
with the Louisville, Harrodsburg and Virginia 
railroad, and that’ a movement is now being 
inaugurated which will result in the com- 
pletion within twelve months of this line 
to either Harrodsburg, Danville’ or 
Nicholasville. The importance of such 
a line to Louisville and its trade can 
not be overestimated. It will bring Louis- 
ville twenty miles closer to Chattanoega than 
Cincinnati, and give to this city all the ben- 
efits of the Cincinnati Southern, and the 
trade in the districts contiguous to that line 
and its connections. It will be the shortest 
line from Chicago to Chattanooga and all 
points in Georgia, and will be the most di- 
rect line from Louisville to New Orleans. It 
will have the advantage of a connection with 
the Chesapeake and Ohio either at Versailles 
or Lawrenceburg, and will at once assume 
the proportions of a great trunk line. 

We learn that the name of the road will be 
changed to the ‘Louisville Southern,” and 
that its construction will be pushed with the 
greatest vigor. 

The problem of asouthern competing line 
looks as though the solution was near at hand. 
No line of its length in America will produce 
more or better results, amda very large por- 
tion of the benefits of its construction will be 
felt in Louisville. The enterprise isin the 
hands of live men, and full details will be 
forthcoming in a few days. 

At a meeting of the incorporators in Louis- 
ville aday or twosince, the following direc- 
tors were elected: 

Dr. k. D. Standiford, president of the Lou- 
isville and Nashvillef W. B. Hoke, Bennett 
H. Young, R. 8. Veech, president of the 
Louisville, New Albany and = Chi- 
cago railroad, and Kd. F. Madden. 
The directors will hold a meeting some time 
in May, when it is understood Dr. Standiford 
will be elected president; Judge Hoke, vice- 
president; Bennett H. Young, general solici- 
tor, and Ed. F, Madden, secretary. The cap- 
ital stock of the company is $3,000,000, and 
$50,000 of the stock was subscribed by Dr. 
Standiford and Mr. Veech. 

Dr. Standiford and Mr. Veech are now in 
New York to make the necessary arrange- 
ments to begin the construction of the line at 
an early day. 

THE GAINESVILLE FEEDERS, 
From the Gainesville Eagle. 

‘‘Halt there,’’ said the Eagle yesterday, as 
it seized the lappel of President Allen Can- 
dler’s new spring overcoat and brought him 
toastandstill. “‘Halt and tell me about the 
Gainesville, Jetferson and Southern.” 

“The G., J. & 8. is progressing finely since 
the weather has become favorable for work.

The earnings are sufficient to pay 
all expenses—a result that its most sanguine 
friends did not expect so soon,”’ 

“Of course we have had no doubt of its 
success, and yet it may be gratifying to hear 
a few of your cheerful words.

‘Thus far the enterprise is oa grand success, 
and it is now so far advanced that I can see 
no possible emergency in which it could fail. 
The beauty of the thing, too, is that it is our 
success—Gainesville’s success. It has been 
built mainly with Gainesville money for the 
benefit of Gainesville. Neither the Richmond 
and. Danville nor the Central, nor any other 
company or corporacion, has a dolar of inter- 
est in it, either direct or indirect, contingent 
orremote.

The Acquittal of Queen Victoria's Astassin—Preef of

Lonpon, April 19.—At Reading, to-day, 
Lord Chief Justice Coleridge Gharged the 
grand jury in the case of Roderiek Maclean, 
who attempted to shoot Queen Victoria at. 
Windsor on the 2nd of March. His lordship 
said that state trials in England have been 
rare, but the law bearing on the Cases, though 
over five hundred years old, was: undoubted.

SOMETHING ABOUT A GREAT GEOR- 
GIA INDUSTRY. 


The Prosperous Pine Region’s Rich Treasures~& 
Lot of Land, and What it Costs to Box-The 
Yield—The Fruit Profite—Expenses ofthe 
First Year—Packing and Dipping. 


From the Americus Republican. 
Great interest is now manifested in the pro- 


duction of turpentine and naval stores in this 
section of the state, and upon investigation it 
will be seen that no one industry in this sec- 
tion proves somuch. It is destined to make 
the pine regions prosperous and to add rich 
treasures to this grand old commonwealth. 
In conversation will a well informed gentle- 
man on the subject, we gathered a few facts 
that may prove of interest to our readers. and 
we give them for what they are worth: Take 
a lot of land well timbered and there can be 
cut on it 10,000 turpentine boxes ata cost of 
a cent and a half a box, mading $150. These 
boxes will yield the crude turpentine for four 


years when properly managed, that is for 
eizht months during each year. The average 
yield per month is twenty-five barrels of 
the crude turpentine which sells readily 
for $5.00 per barrel. It will cost about $1.00 
per barrel to hack the trees so that the boxes 
will catch the best turpentine, and to dip the 
boxes will cost about twenty-five cents a bar- 
rel. In favored located farms, the distillers 
will furnish the barrels and haul them to 
and from the stills without a cost to the man 
owning the farm. So we have the following 
results showing the net profit, viz.: 10,000 
boxes yielding twenty-five barrels per month, 
would make two hundred barrels per year of 
eight months, so that we should have one 
barrel each year for every year to every fifty 
boxes. These fifty boxes cost seventy-five 
cents to cut, so we have as the cost per bar- 
rel of production: Hacking, per barrel, $1.00; 
dipping, twenty‘five cents; cutting boxes, 
seventy-five cents. Total cost, $2.00. Price, 
per barrel, showing a net profit of $3.00 per 
barrel, On two hundred barrels we find a 
protit above expense of $600.00, 
This is the first year’s profit 
ona wild tot of pine land that could be 
bought for one or two hundred dollars. But 
this farm will yield in the same proportion 
for three or four years, after which the trees 
can again be boxed, with a slightly decreasing 
yield. When the trees have been thoroughly 
drained of the turpentine, they are ready for 
the sawyer, and when his work | is done, we 
have the land left for the farmer. This new 
source of wealth is destined to attract capital 
and labor, and soon we shall see our pine for- 
ests rivaling our white fields of cotton, and in 
giving to labor remunerative employment. 
Georgia is indeed an empire, with her unrival- 
led pine forests in the south, her rice fields in 
the east, her mountains of metals and miner- 
als in the north, and her fertile cotton plan- 
tations in middle and southwest Georgia, 
with her thriving and beautiful cities and 
towns, we have reason to be proud of our 
state, and to feel that she is justly termed the 
empire state of the south.

EpITroRs CONSTITUTION: In a recent number of 
your daily you make editorial comment upon a 
new book just eut, by Colonel Isaac W. Avery, 
which chronicles the political and military history 
of Georgia for the last thirty years. I have had the 
opportunity to give the book a slight examination, 
aud ask the use of your columnsto enlarge upon 
and thus make fuller and more specific the facts 
connected with the first nomination of Hon. Joseph 
E. Brown for governor. Colonel Avery does not 
give all the reasons which make that nomination 
by a political party of sufficient importance to 
raise it to the  @ignity of a histor- 
question is never asked 


ical fact. The 
how Governor Towns or Governor Johnson, 


orany other nominee of the democratic party for 
governor, came to be made. Svch events were 
ephemeral in their nature and soon passed from 


the thoughts and memoriesof men. Then, there 
should be reasons why, at this late day, the first 
nomination of Governor Brown should be dis- 
cussed. There are such reasons which I will state, 
us briefly as possible, because of their intrinsic 
merit and of the light they throw upon the nomi- 

nation. In the first place, the nomination of Jo- 
seph E, Brown for governor of Georgia, or of any 
other man at that ume of his status, was a ‘new 
departure’? in the politics of the state. 
Prior to that time, and subsequent tothe time when 
the soldiers and patriots of the revolution of 1776 
were chosen and promoted to the otliceof governor, 
both political parties nominated for governor some 
man who already had a state reputation from his 
service fn congress, and who was in some way con- 
nected with the old families of the state. 

' THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

Another important factor was the state university 
at Athens, tobe a graduate of that institution 
played an important paitin politicaladvancement. 
The trustees were in gineral composed of the 
most influential men of both  pulitical 
parties. and before the days of nomina.ions, the 
commencements at Athens furnished the opportu- 
nity, for the leading men of the state to consult 
and give direction to the political campaign. Af- 
terthe introduction of nominating conventions 
this influence transferred itself to the conventions 
and was powerful. Many an aspirant has been 
made to know his weakuess because he was not a 
graduate of the State university. Itis not strange 
that this was so for nearlya half century, it was 
the ouly college in the state, and as against the 
youug institutions struggling to be established, 
maintained its supremacy for a much longer 
time. Then, Governor Brown had never 
been to congress—had not acquired a 
state - reputation—was not a graduate 
of the State university—did not belong to one of 
the old Georgia families, and for lack of one or all 
of these qualifications, did not also occupy that 
high sovial position hitherto thought necessary as @ 
condition to the occupancy of the executive man- 
sion. Hence, if there had been nothing else in the 
case, his nomipation would have marked anew 
‘era and been worthy of comment. But there was 
something else in the case, and that of a serious 
political nature. The democratic party had, 
only six or |. seven years before, been 
divided upon the compromise measures 
of 1850, growing out of the anti-slavery agitation. 
Howell Cobb, John H,. Lumpkin and others led the 
union element of the party, who united with the 
opposition party, and 1n 1850 and i851 gained a vic- 
tory over Charles J. McDonald. Herschel V. John- 
son and others lead the state’s rights democracy. 
This schism was cured by the election ot the states’ 
rights electors for presidentin 1852, when Pierce 
was elected president; and after that both wings of 
the party were in harmony. In1856 Buchanan was 
elected president, and Howell Cobb, of Georgia, 
became one of his cabinet. John H. Lumpkin was 
through several sessions a member of congress from 
Ceorgia. He and Governor Cobb were life-long 
friends and intimates—had served in congress to- 
gether for a long time, and agreed in their political 
sentiments, 

THE KANSAS NEBRASKA BILL. 

The Kansas-Nebraska bill had become a 
law, which repealed the prohibition of slavery 
north of 36:30, contained in the Missouri compro- 
mise, and was then in force as one of the laws of 
the nation. A contest was ragingin the then terri- 
tory of Kansas between the pro-slavery and the 
anti-slavery men upon the issue of the prohibition 
of slavery in the p.oposed constitution of that state. 
Kansas, by the energy and skili of the southern 
emigrants, Was upon the point of becoming a slave 
state. The national democrats had repealed the 
Missouri restriction and bad argued in its favor, 
thatin theory it was the proper assertion of 
a principle and in_ practice the national 
domain above 36:50, c »uld never be organized into 
slave states. This prophesy was about to be proven 
false. At this crisis, Robert J. Walker, a prominent 
supporter of Buchanan’s administration, was ap- 
pee governor of Kansas. He did not conceal 
1is des'gn: to prevent Kansas becoming a slave 
state, audasa sequence at least the pro-slavery 
men were defeated. The understanding and pre- 
vailing opinion in the south athe time was, that 
his mission was intended by the administration to 
defeat the pro-slavery men, and was based upon 
party policy,, because the northern democracy 
could not stand the strain of Kansas as a slave state, 
and would be overwhelmed by the then ‘‘free soil,”’ 
tow republican party. As Howell Cobb was one of 
President Buchanan’s cabinet ofticers,aud John 
Lumpkin was never known to differ with him on 
political questions, the states right’s wing of the 
Georgia democrats believed that he and Cobb had 
given their assent to Walker’s mission to Kansas, 
and were unwilling to trust the ‘‘helm of state’’ to 
Lumpkin during the next two years, when the 
vravest issues on this subject were apprehended. 
John Lumpkin resided at Rome, in Cherokee 
Georgia, and as Cherokee Georgia, the new par 
of the state, had never had a governor 
and the democratic majority came from that sec 
tion it was demanded by, and largely conceded to 
her, that she should have the nomiuvee for governor 
in the year 1857. 

THE MACEDONIAN PHALANX, 

The delegates from that section, reinforced 
irom other parts of the state, presented 
John H. Lumpkin as their choice, and made a 
‘‘Macedonian phalanx’”’ in his favor that could not 
be broken. But for the cause I have stated he 
would easily have been nominated, but the states 
rights wing of the party, which made nearly or 
quite two-thirds of the conven-ion, were afraid to 
dose. Subsequent events soon showed that we 
had done both him and _ Howell Cobb 
great injustice, for they had had no con- 
nection with sending Walker to Kansas, 
and updn the coming issues were as reliable as any 
Georgian. Butfrom an honest mistake the wrong 
was done, and now the only reparation isan hon- 
est acknowledgement. Yet it was part of the history 
of the times, and assuch, must be stated. While 
the requisite number in the convention could not 
be brought to the nomination of Lumpkin, 
although he had a decided plurality, his friends 
had sufficient po'ver to prevent the nomination ol 
any other man. In what 
should be done? Why, ‘*to spike 
the Cherokee gun,’ by nominating some 
other Cherokee man. And now we approach the 
particulars of the nomination of Joseph E. Brown. 
tle was then holding the eflice of judge of the Blue 
Ridge circuit, to which he had been elected by the 
people. He was well known in his section, but be- 
yond that, litde. 

LEADER LUMPKIN. 

John H, Lumpkin had been the political 
leader of that congressional district—had 
heen identified with natjonal politics fora long 
time, and belonged to one of the old ruling Georgia 
families. Besides. he was personally very popular, 
and had the faculty of making many strong per- 
sonal friends and but few enemies. All 
Cherokee deferred to him, as the proper man of 
their section for the oftice of governor. In this 
number was included Governor Brown, and while 
thousands were surprised at his nomination, I have 
no doubt if any one of the thousands was the most 
surprised, he was the man. Governor Cobb took 
the defeat of John Lumpkin harder than did 
Lampkin himself. Not knowing how the nomina- 
tion was made, he suspeeted Governor Brown of 
having undermined Lu.opkin, by secretly mauipu- 
lating in his favor many of the Cherokee 
delegates to the convention. This suspicion op his 
part was the foundation of astrong and enduring 
enmity to Governor Brown, Whether he was ever 
informed of the tacts to his satisfaction before his 
death I cannot say, but ifhe had been, [am sure 
he would have made the acknowledgement, at 
least, of his error ou that point; for while Governor 
Cobb was possessed of a large intellect, he had a 
vet larger heart. Governor Brown and myself were 
members of the Georgia senate for the session of 
1549-50. He wasa youngster of twenty-eight years 
and I of twenty-five. ‘he sessions were then bien- 
nial and lasted from the first Monday in November 
to the last of February—embracing a vacation 
of some three weeks to cover Christmas and new 
vear’s days. The days of actual session were from 
eighty-five toninety. This is a long time for men 
to be together every day in close association. At 
that session I discovered that Joseph E. Brown had 
an extraordinary intellect ana mora] qualities 40 
suit. He was intelligibie, alle and thorough on 
every subject he debated. While he could not be 
called an orator, there was a clearness and a power 
in his style that every one felt. Belonging as he 
did, to the state’s rights wing of his party, to which 
he had stood firm while in a small minority in his 
section, it was natural thatat this juncture I should, 
asan individual delegate have, in my own mind, 
selected Joseph E. Brown as the right man to satisfy 
Cherokee Georgia, and the democrats of all parts 
of the state.

UNSUCCESSFUL BALLOTS. 

The convention had ballotted unsvuecessfully 
for two days. On the night of the second 
day I had determined—if on the next day after 
three ballots there was no substantial change—to 
move a committee of three from each congressional 
istr ict, to be chosen by the delegates from each 
istr ict, to confer and advise some plan for harmo-

This frustrated me for | 
calculated on being on the committee. simply by 
force of the parliamentary rule, which makes the 
mover of a committee the chairman. To geton the 
committee, which then became a necessity, | had 
to elect men for it, very much against my sense of 
provriety. lL asked my fellow 4 legates to elect me 
and stated to many, if not to all. my reason for it. 
Indeed, many knew from what I had said in 
the morning and needed no telling.

PACIFICATION, 

After the committee was selected and annouuced, 
but before the meeting, the late Judge Stephens 
notified me of his plan of pacification -for my econ- 
currence, to the effect, that we recommend to the 
convention to ballot again for the candidates 
already before it, and if no result was reached by 
the third ballot, then on the next ballot to drop the 
lowest man, and continue to ballot until one ef the 
two finally left received the number required for a 
nomination. I replied to this, that the adoption of 
that proposition would certainly result in the 
nomination of John Lumpkin, and we 2ould not 
expect the convention to adopt a measure con- 
tributing tothat result—that I did not think any 
measure the committee would recommend would 
be available—that the situation required we should 
agree upon,and present a candidate,and ask the con- 
currence of the convention—that the whole conven 
tion was agreed that Cherokee Georgia, deserved the 
candidate—that my plan was to propose to the dele- 
gates of the 5th and 6th congressional district (which 
included Cherokee, Georgia) to name their choice, 
and we from other sections of the state on the com- 
mittee, would accepta:ud recommend him to the 
convention, and if they would not select and pro- 
pose such a candidate, the committee would select 
one for them from Cherokee. Judge Stephens here 
remarked they might select an incompetent man, 
and that would place the convention ina dilemma. 
My response was, I had no fearoi this for I was 
sure if they could get their consent to abandon 
Lumpkin, ther next choice would be Judge Brown, 
(Joe E.) who was the very man I wished them to 
present. I then atsome length gave Judge Stephens 
my opinion of the kind of man Judge Brown was 
in every material respect. By this time it became 
necessary weshould join the committee, and we 
parted without Judge 8. either having assented or 
dissented to my views and plans. 

When the committee became organized,there was 
& proposition from William McKinley that we 
recommend a change in the basis of representation 
by allowing a vote forevery hundred democratic 
votes in each county, taking some prior election as 
the guide. There were other plans also at once 

roposed, (two, I think) but all informally and 
informally discussed, one by Hope Hull, the details, 
of which Ido not remember, but 1 do remember 
that my opinion then was that the probable effect 
of each of these plans would be to secure the nom- 
ina ion of Lumpkin. 

COMPROMISE CANDIDATE. 

While these piaus were’ being. informally 
discussed, and no question on either of 
them was properly before the committee Judge 
Stephens took the tloor, obtained a hearing, and 
proposed directly that we present Judge Brown as 
a compromise candidate aud made in support of 
his proposition a brief argument. I then took the 
tloor, seconded Judge S.’s motien in a few brief, 
but earnest remarks, substantially repeating the 
argument I had just made to him. The delegates 
from the fifth and sixth districts accepted the prop- 
osition with two exceptions, and they afterit was 
settled, a large majority of the commitiee would so 
report acquiesced. When the report was made to 
the convention, there was but one who manifested 
this opposition by speech, and he was Judge A. R. 
Wright, of Rome, who made noetfort to conceal 
his disappointment and mortification. To him, to 
Judge Underwood and to Hope Hull had been par- 
ticularly intrusted the fortunes of Lumpkin. After 
the lapse of somany years [had in my mind placed 
Judge Wright as a» member of the commit- 
tee. but the recora corrects me in 
this respect. When it was manifested 
in the committee that Judge Brown was acceptable 
to the fifth and sixth districts oppsition showed 
itseliin unexpected quarters. It appeared thata 
few members of the committee had favorites they 
hoped to have nominated as the compromise can- 
didate. George A. Gordon, of Chathara, wanted 
William H. Stiles; Charley Williams, of Muscogee, 
and John A, Tucker, of Stewart, wanted Alfred H. 
Colquitt. Lat once went across the room to these 
gentlemen and told them privately it was 
useless to attempt harmony on any 
but a Cherokee man, and appealed to them not to 
do anything to defeat the pian for pacification, that 
seemed probable of aduption. ‘hey vielded to my 
appeal, and the committv-e then became harmoni- 
ous. 

NOMINATION ACCEPTED, 

When the nomination of Judge Brown was 
agreed on. some one moved that we should select 
Tucker [rwiu to make our report to the convention. 
It was agreed to, and he made the report. Hope 
Huil was the chairman, and should have made the 
report. Why it was taken out of his hands I donot 
know, but supposeit was agreeable to him, as it 
spared him the pain of making a report, which de- 
feated his friend Lumpkin. This is the 
whole story of the first nomination of Governor 
Brown, so far as the. leading and material facts 
are concerned. Colonel Avery makes a very read- 
able and interesting paragraph based unon the in- 
formation that Governor Brown was selected by the 
committee after bullots-had been deposiced, and 
upon the subsequent counting of these ballots it 
appeared that A. H. Colquitt had a majority. There 
has been a mistake made somewhe.e along the line 
of the last quarter of a century, for no ballots were 
cast. If there had been, any one can now see to 
change action between the casting and count- 
ing of ballots is an absurdity, and 
that the friends of the candidates 
balloted for, would not have submitted to any such 
grossly unparliamentary proceeding. Some one 
may have informaily proposed a ballot among the 
different plans of pacification informally present- 
ed, but it never went into effect. Had there been 
one, the result might have been as Colonel Avery 
states, tor the remainder of the delegates outuum- 
bered those from the Cherokee districts, but had 
we taken that advantage, the committee would not 
have harmonized, and we would beve put our suc- 
Cess in peril at the beginning, for 
our margio of majority in the 
state was small, and we had to have unity. 1 
Cherokee Georgia had always’ furnished that 
majority—there had never been a candidate 
for governor from that section—she now Ccanie for- 
ward with her claim—-it was conceded a just one, 
and to have disregarded it might have produced 
an abscence of Cherokee votes at the election, and 
Ben Hill might have been elected governor in 1557, 
instead of Jos. E. Brown. in the light of subse- 
quent events, it may have been fortunate for Gov- 
ernor Colquitt that he was not selected as the candi- 
date by that committee, through the medium of the 
ballot. Since, everything has resulted well with 
him as heart could wish. There may be yet other 
honors in reserve for bim. 

AVERY'S FACTS. 

Avery, ey a statement of a 
few facts, leaves it to inference tnat Gov- 
ernor srown owes his first nomivation to ihe 
management of Colonel L. N. Trammell, in that he 
had placed upon the committee from the sixth dis 
trict, thuse “he kuew to be Brown men.’’ The 
members from that district were Sumner J. Smith, 
J. E. Roberts and W. Hope Hull. How Mr. Roberts 
stood my memory does not serve me, Dut 
i do know that Hull was an eriganal and zealous 
supporter of Lumpkin. I also kuow that Sumner 
J. Smith was a friend and admirer of Judge Brown, 
and that he, together with Wesley Shropshire, and 
Elijah Chastaiu from the 5th, and William Phillips 
from the 4th district, having been members of the 
committee, contributed largely to the success of 
Judge Stephens’s motion, seconded by myself. Co- 
lonel Trammeli may have been  instru- 
mental in placing on the committee 
Colonel Smith and others whom “he knew to 
be Brown men,” and to this extent contributed to 
the result, but as stated before,] diligently searched 
for Brown men Among the delegates from the 5th 
and 6th districts, who were willing to admit it, and 
eould find none—so completely had ail the arrange- 
ments in Cherokee Georgia been made for the 
nomination of its choice, Hon. John H. Lumpkin. 

THE MAN WHO Dip IT, 

It is a matter of no importance to ine who has the 
credit for the first nomination of Governor Brown, 
if it is thought acredit. There wasa time when it 
was thought no. credit, and heard 
for the first time as: a common ~- rumor 
that I was the man whe did = it.

It is odd, to say the least, that the one end to 
which all horticultural science has worked 
for centuries should apparently have been 
reached by the accident of cross fertilization 
by a bee; yet Mr. Darwin tells stories almost 
more extraordinary in his treatise of the fer- 
tilization of plants by insects, 


DR. HOLT’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. Holt’s address as president of the Geor- 
gia medical association, is worthy of general 
attention in some particulars. His reference 
to the Garfield case is put in a delicate and 
appropriate way. We regret to learn that the 
treasury of the association is empty; and that 
the association is unable to publish its tran- 
sactions. The association can hardly fulfill its 
best mission so long as this-is the case. Most 
of the best current medical literature of the 
day is tobe found in ‘the transactions of 
learned societies and associations connected 
with the medical science. A mutual inter- 
change of these publications is desirable in 
every way and isto be attained by free ex-

*ms connection. Dr.. Holt’s remarks 
on the lack of interest of the mem- 
bers in the proceedings is to be considered,

ment to individnal research in the form of 
prizes, such for example as the Boylston 
prizes of the Massachusetts medical society, 
or the similar rewards made in Pennsy!- 
vania and Ohio—if we mistake not— 
will be found to have a stimulating effect, 
especially upon the younger element, to 
whom, of course, the association must look 
tor fresh blood. A fund for such prizes would 
not be difficult to raise, and would bring its 
yalue readily. 

As one work of the society, and one 
which will do it honor if effected, Dr. 
Holt suggests that the members should unite 
in the agitation for the establishment of a 
state inebriate asylum. The motive and idea 
of this scheme are excellent, yet it hardly 
seems to fall within the province of the state 
to establish such an asylum, unless the class 
to be benefited is found to be as large, or 
nearly as large, as the more unfortunate per- 
sons classed as insane. In all, Dr. Holt's 
address is suggestive and creditable to the as- 


sociation. 


A COLORED CAUCUS. 


While Chairman Pledger, of the colored 
contingent, has heen rustling around from 
post to pillarin search of a ten-cent office, 
which he finally secured, Jeff Long, of Macon, 
has been quietly taking the reins in his hands. 
We learn from various sources, and the state- 
ment is also printed in the Macon Telegrahh 
of yesterday, that Jeff has arranged for a cau- 
cus of prominent colored men from all over 
the country, who will meet in secret session 
and deliberate as to the best course to. be pur- 
sued by the colored peoplé of Georgia in 
choosing between the coalition of white re- 
publicans and independents and the conserv- 
ative citizens of the state. 

Tue Constitution has nevér failed to give 
the negroes good advice in regard to political 
matters. This advice, however, has created 
an impression among them that we were 
making an effort to inveigle them into the 
democratic party. Ara matter of fact we do 
not care whether they are democrats or re- 
publicans, or whether they vote one ticket or 
the other.

A COUNTRY WITHOUT A HEAD, 

A few days ago news was flashed under the 
sea that Prado and Pierola were at Panama, 
the one returning to Peru, and the other 
leaving his country for his country’s good. 
These two men who crossed each. other's path 
at Panama, are and long have been mortal 
enemies. Prado is Peru’s last president. He 
was elected August 2, 1876, the term being for 
five years. It was he who aided in bringing 
on the war with Chili, and he remained in 
control of the affairs of Peru until a disastrous 
battle was fought with the Chilians, when he 
fied the country; This was in 1&7, and he 
has not since exercised governmental func- 
tions, although he claimed in a letter written 
in New York to -have left Peru with the 
knowledge atid cefisent of congress, and on 
the advice of his ministers; with the intention 
of going to Europe to raise money ‘for the 
further prosecution of the war. He did not 
secure any money, and the Chilians soon af- 
terwards overrun his country. 

When Prado fled Pierola seized the reins of 
government, and issued a decree depriving 
Prado of the rights of a Peruvian citizen, and 
condemning him to public indignation. Pra- 
do issued in reply an epistolary decree from 
New York, in which he called the dictator a 
traitor and public thief. And such he un- 
doubtedly was, for it was he who, as minister 
of finance in the government of President 
Balta, profited from the jobbery of the Meiggs 
railroad contracts, and it was he who twice 
before tried to incite reyolution—once in the 
south, when he fled to Chili, and once on the 
iron-clad Huascar, when.he was surrendered 
to Prado, who released him on the condition 
that he should leaye the country. He went 
to Chili and did not return until the late war 
was begun. He is popular in Peru, but is be- 
yond adoubt a dangerous leadér either in war 
or peace.

who formed a provisional 
government, and who is a pris- 
oner in the hands of the Chilians, 
has also a considerable following, known as 
the ciyilistas or Calderon party. When Pie- 
rola found that he could command neither 
the support of the Calderon party nor the co- 
operation of the Chilians, he voluntarily sur- 
rendered the task of forming a new govern- 
ment. Prado goes home to do what Garcia. 
Calderon and Prerola each failed to accom- 
plish, namely, to get enough support to re- 
store peace and order to the country and to 
effect a settlement with Chili at the expense 
of a considerable slice of territory. Chili will 
listen to no other terms, and the Calderon 
party are still determined to resist peace on 
such a basis. If Prado succeeds, he must gain 
the support of all of the Peruvian political 
parties, and that is something that has here- 
tofore been considered impossible. His old 
party will doubtless rally to him, but that 
will not suffice. Asa rule Peruvians prefer 
anarchy with good chances of plunder, to 
peace and honest rule, and it may be that the 
only solution of the problem will be found 
to consist in the absorption of all Peru by 
Chili. 


THE FITZ-JOHN PORTER CASE. 

The opinion of Attorney-General Brewster 
in the Fitz-John Porter case, and the decision 
of the president based thereon, do not settle 
anything. Brewster rattles his ruffles and 
jangles his finger-rings only to say that how- 
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ever innocent ‘Porter may be, the law as it 
stands affords him no remedy. The whole 
matter is thus transferred to congress, and we 
shall have the ineffable pleasure of once more 
beholding this whole business inscribed ‘upon 
democratic banners and made a national 
de moeratic issue. 

We should think that by this time the 
whole country had grown tired of Fitz-John 
Porter and his grievances. We suppose, of 
course, that he has been very badly 


treated. He was tried and condemned by a 
court-martial at a time when public a 


ment ran high, and before anybody knew 
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tnatter, however, was 1 
the Schofield board of inquiry, a 

mous finding of that board the ef 
that Porter was not only innocent of 
charges made against him, but was*. faithful 
and skilful as a soldier. Even Grant, who had 
aniple opportunity to discover all the facts 
when he was president, continued in his 
cups, and allowed republican injustice, of 
which he was the fitting representative, to do 
her perfect work. 

But, about the time the report of the 
Schofield board of inquiry was made public, 
Grant was figuring in the role of the 
national mendicant; he desired to be 
placed on the retired list in order to 
pocket the pay. He accordingly seized upon 
a pitiable phase of this unfortunace affair, 
and, in order to make votes for his own mer- 
cenary project, declared that great injustice 
had been done to Porter, : 

The pitiable phase ot the Porter case is that 
it has been made a political issue. It would 
seem that both political parties should unite 
upon a question involving injustice to a citi- 
zen. It has therefore become a_ political 
issue, and John Logan, who is.now at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, seeking temporary relief 
for diseased bones, has ordered his pair to fire 
off a shot-gun wheneyer Porter's name is 
mentioned. 

Another cause of the prejudice against 
Porter is the remarkably high ground taken 
by his friends. They claim, if we remember 
correctly, that so much injustice has been 
done him, he ought not only to be 
relieved, but made the commander-in-chief 
of the armies and navies of the western hem- 
isphere. Perhapsit is not.as bad as that, but 
he hagderge expectations of some kind, and 
these have been enlarged since Grant gave in 
his utterly worthless opinion. Arthur has a 
very flabby mind, but he certainly never en- 
tertained any idea of disposing of a matter 
that ought to be left to cong:ess. 

And now we shall have more toil and 
trouble on the part of ourstatesmen, In al]

VULGAR LABOR. 
Memphis Appeal. 

Before the war slavery was opposed because it 
made aristocrats of the southern people, and im 
pressed the rising generation with the belief that 
menial labor was disgraceful and should only be 
performed by a servile race. 4 ut the same fanatics 
who opposed slavery because it degraded labor, are 


now sustaining President Arthur’s veto of the Chi- 
nese bill upon the ground that we need menial la- 
borers such as was found during the days of slavery. 
A leading northern republican, one who did muc 
to fire the northern heart against slavery and the 
southern people, now insists that we are sadly in 
need of an inferior class, like the Chinese, to do 
Vulgar work.’’ What a _  coniession for an 
original abolitionist! The sudden ex- 
tinction of slavery and the loss of fortune by the 
ravages of war, reduced the southern peo le to 
penury, and to prevent starvation they gladly ac- 
cepted any kind of work offered. But now they 
are told by the shoddy manufacturers and monopo- 
lists of the north that they need just such slavery 
as the Chinese furnish to perform vulgar labor. 
With the extinction of slavery, we were told 
that labor would be made respectable; butit seems 
weare to have slavery in anew form to do our vul- 
gar work. Thereis no such thing in America as 
vulgar work. Our government rests solely upon 
the free thought and patriotism of the people, the 
great majority of whom are ‘“‘vuigar workers.’

er. In the early dealings an advance of \% to? 
per cent, latter for Lake Shore, was succeeded by a 
decline of 5; to 1% per cent, Wabash preferred, 
New Jersey Central, Denver and Rio Grande, being 
prominent therein. About noon the market be- 
came strong and sold up % to 1% per cent, Wabash 
preferred, Northwest, Michigan Central, New Jer- 
sey Central, Union Pacific and Lake Shore being 
most prominent in the upward movement, while 
Oregon and Transcontinental sold down 1 percent.

All About the LeConte Pear and Its Wonderful At. 
tributes—Freedum From Blight ; Hardiness and 


Size, Quality and Remarkable Yield— 
500,000 Trees in One County. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
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set is these shapely and beautiful trees, bearing sin- 
cular resemblance to an orange grove. Every man 
has stories to tell you of the remarkable bardiness 
and feeundity of the pear, and while giving you 
permission to doubt everything else, even to the 
balminess of the air, that you can see and feel and 
breathe, he demands your unqualified credence on 
this point. 

Over 500,000 trees and cuttings are now planted 
outin thiscounty—althongh the LeConte has had 
only a few year’s run. Thousands of cuttings have 
been sentelsewhere and reports from them are 
justcomingin. The points claimed for the Le- 
(onte are: 

1. Perfect freedom from blight—the fatality of 
ali other pear trees. From 1856 to date not the 
slightest speck of blight has been seen in a LeConte, 

2. The hardiness and size of the trees. A dozen 
LeContes planted in the same grove with a dozen 
of the best varietics, shows three times the growth 
in the same time, and perfect health against all 
sorts of disease in the others. 

3. Inremarkable yield. Thirty bushels of pears 
have been gathered from one tree in a season, and 
2» bushels is not an extraordinary yield from a tree 
10 years old. 

i. Thesizeand quality of the pear. One pea 
has been grown that weighed within an ounce of a 
pound and a half—several over one pound—and a 
bushel will average nearly half a pound tothe 
pear. The LeContes were sold as California pears 
in Atlanta all last year. 

THE HISTORY OF THE PEAR. 

The first thing that struck me in commencing my 
investigation was this: If the LeConteis so admi- 
rable; if it has the vigor of the Sand pear, the fla- 
vor of the Sekel, the fiber of the Bartlett, the size of 
the California, is more prolific than either, and is 
proofagainst the blight to which all are subject, 
why is it thatit has not beconre world-famous long 
ago” Why hasitnot shown in the section from 
which it came the same qualities that distinguished 
it here” 

The answer to this question develops a most re- 
markable story. Itis given by Mr. Varnedoe, who 
is the special backer of the LeConte pear. He 
ows a nice place afew miles out of Thomasville, 
on which there is alarge grove of trees and over 
10,000 cuttings. Says he: 

‘In 18% I was superintendent of the plantation 
of Mrs. Harden, in Liberty county. Mr. John 
LeConte, Mrs. Harden’s uncle, who had been to 
Prinee’s nursery in New York, brought to her place 
a seedling pear tree. He told ber it was the Chinese 
sand pear, and recommended it for its vigor,adding 
that’ the fruit would hardly be consid- 
ered fine eating, but it 
preserving. The seedling was plantedand grew 
with notable rapidity. About the time it began to 
beur the war came on, and I went into thearmy. In 
1866 when I returned he discovered that his seed- 
ling had grown into a handsome tree, and was 
loaded with the most delicious fruit. It was clearly 
not the Chinese sand pear, as Mr. LeConte had 
thought. The fruit was smooth-skinned, flavorous 
and fine fibred, while the sand pear is rough coated, 
coarse and tough. The tree was graceful and 
pointed very much like a Lombardy poplar, the 
branches shooting straight up, while the sand pear 
tree ismorelike an ordinary pear tree. lt was of 
the same family as the sand pear, for it would re- 
produce itself from cuttings, a peculiarity of the 
sand pear—butit wasa sand pear crossed on some 
other pear. 

‘“] took a fancy to the fruit, and when I 
came to Thomas county to superintend 
this place, which then belonged to my brother, R. 
A. Varnedoe, I brought some cuttings from the tree. 
I planted these, and those superb trees there are the 
result. The extra quality of the fruit attracted at- 
tention. The fact that none.of the trees had ever 
blighted, that they were handsome, hardy and pro- 
lific, soon led others to buy. Then begau my tri- 
umpk.”’ 

“You sold the cuttings?’’ 

“Yes, sir; by the thousands. I sold from one 
quarter of an acre, in one season, $2,396 worth of 
cuttings to Mr. Blackshear there at $1 apiece.”’ 


‘“‘Yes,’’ said Mr. Blackshear, ‘‘and that quarter 
acre that vear made more money than any acre in 
the state. I resold many of the cuttings at #2 
apiece.’’ , 

“The cuttings,’ said Mr. Varnedoe, ‘sold rapidly, 
aud I netted $12,000 on themin averyfew years. I 
now have over 145,000 set out for the trade next 
vear, [am already taking orders for fall delivery, 
and have thousands engaged already. The p:ice 
has fallen now, and runs from 30 to 50 cents a 
piece ig 

“What about the sale of fruit?”’ 

“That is very profitable. I cleared over $400 froin 
twelve trees in one season, and will do it every sea- 
son. The pears sell at from $2.50 to $6 a crate, which 

is 7, of a bushel, or about ninety pears. I can net 
$) «4 bushel on all I could send to market. Of course 
i frequently get as high as Sacrate, and I have sold 
at $l6Gacrate. But $2 is a safe average. Some of 
my trees bear twenty-five bushels to the tree, and 
will do that year after year. But fifteen bushels to 
the tree is What a thousand trees would average. 
They are planted seventy trees to the acre. 
So that = 1,000 bushels to. the acre 
may be ecounted* on. At €2 a bushel 
this gives $2,000 to the acre. I know this seunds 
extravagant butit is the lowest estimate you will 
vet from any man who knows. For example, 
these twelve trees in my yard here give me $400 
profit and will do it this year. Last year with five 
frosts on the bloom they cleared me $200. I can 
show my books on that, season afier season. I 
havein my orchard, scores of trees that will beas 
vood as these in a year or two, What they will do 
the juture must tell. But what these twelve grown

“Believe it?” shouted Mr. Varnedoe, who had, 
with increasing impatience, waited for me to finish, 
“I'll swearto it! Idon’t swear to the bee, for it 
may have been the wind. ButI will swear that it 
was one or the other. Why not? Here we have a 
perfect pear, perfectly distinct from all other pears. 
Look at thatorchard. Thereare a dozen different 
species, all planted at once. See how the LeContes 
stand out, from thiee to five times as large as the 
others. It has a sand-pear basis. On tbis 
basis are imbedded the qualities of many other 
pears. While ithas some characteristics of each 
basis perfectly distinct from either, it is clearly a 
hybrid. Itis achance hybrid, for the buyer and 
seller both thought it was a pure, sand pear 
seedling. Itis the best bybrid known for it is proof 
against blight, the inexorable fate of other 
pear trees. It is a rapid grower, a free fruiter, re- 
produces itself from cuttings, and is, in shert, the 
perfect pear!"’ —- 

Mr. Blackshear, who has been very active in ce- 
veloping the Le Conte interest and who nas made 
money out of it, said: 

‘There are two sources of profit in the Le Conte 
pear orchard. One is the sale of fruit, the other is 
the sale of cuttings. We have herdly_ tested the 
first yet. There are only about fifty trees in fair 
bearing. These have yielded from 10 to 30 bushels 
tothe tree. We think the trees will average 10 to 15 
bushels. “he pears have commanded an avenge 
of $3.50a bushel. This price will be reduced as the 
supply increases. We shipped probably 1,000 bush- 
els last year. As there are thousands of young trees 
coming in every Year, the shipments will be in- 
creased to 10,000 bushels this year, and double that 
for the next. Mr. Mitchell, who has just set outan 
orchard of 20 acres, says he has based his calcula- 
tions on 25 centsa bushel for his pears. This will 
give him $250 tothe acre, The p: ice will never go 
that low, I think; but even that is a fine profit.”’ 

‘“‘When do the trees commence to bear?”’ 

“My two year oldsare blooming. They will be- 
gin to give a bushel or two of fruit the fourth year. 
I do not think they get their maturity till they are 
twelve years old. The biggest vield we know of 
come from the oldest tree,”’ 

“What about the sale of cuttings?’’ 

“That has been the big profit with us. The Le 
Corte reproduces itself from acutting. You can 
cut offa twig from the tree, stick itinto the ground, 
and it will grow. These cuttings sell for four cents 
apiece. Mr. Sanford cut $25 from one tree this year. 
Those four old trees there saved Varnedoe. He sold 
enough cuttingsand fruit fro.) them tosupport 
him, plant his orchards and meet his payments on 
his place. He has laid upthousands of doilars, and 
his place could not be bought for $25,000. Many 
people do not sell the cuttings at four cents, but set 
them out, sticking them in rows as thick as peas. 
When these sticks take root they are knoWn as root- 
lets, and they then command 40 cents each. They 
used to bring a dollar and even more. Of the cut- 
tings put out probably one third on an average take 
root. The others die. Some men get more than a 
third, some less. Iis a new business and we have 
not yet got it down fine. I have cut65,000 cuttings 
this year from which I expect to get surely 15,000 
rootlets that I will sell at from 30 to 40 cents each.”’ 

“Where do you sell these rootlets?” 

“Oh, everywhere. I sent 200 toa manin Texas 
last year. They go north and south. We have 
expected the demand to decrease but it was more 
active last year than formerly.’’ © 

‘Is it settled yet whether they will doin higher 
latitudes?’’ 

“Not certainly, I think. I see no reason why 
they should not. We have good reports from every 
section up to date and will know positively in a 
season or two. it matters very littleto us. If the 
trees thrive elsewhere we have the nursery from 
which the world will get itseuttings. If it will 
not thrive elsewhere we have a monopoly of the 
best fruit in the market, It snits us either way.”’ 

“What about the blight?’ 

“TI think the LeConte is proof against it. Of the 
fifty trees ranging from ten to twenty-five years of 
age not one has the slightest sign of blight. Of the 
thousands of trees in this county from two to ten 
years of age, not one shows it. Every tree is healthy. 
Other varieties planted al) around them, die with 
blight, or grow not half as fast. In a mixed orchard 
the LeContes can be distinguished by their great 
size, glossy foliage, and lusty look as far.as they can 
be seen.”’ 

‘-Butthe blight may strike them’”’’ 

“Certainly. It may comeany day. It will be a 
calamity if it does. Ido not believe it will. I think 
trees blight because the root cannot throw up suffi- 
cient sap to nourish the heavy top.

We have perfect confidence in it, and hundreds of 
acres are put down annually in orchards. 


This, then, is the situation! 

It looks too bright to be entirely real, and yetit 
js hard to see where it lacks substance. The price 
will decline, doubtless—but at the average yield, 
estimated from the fifty trees now bearing—twenty- 
five cents a bushel will pay $250 anacre. Half that 
would be enough. The coming trees may not be as 

rolific as those already bearing. If they yield 
alf as big an average, it will be enongh. . 

The great danger is the blight. It may not come. 
and yetit may. Even if it does, the LeConte will 
still be hardier. and more prolific than any of the

Forsome cause Sanner induced her 
to leave home yesterday, and took her to 
Lawyer Rogers’s home, 99 Wheéat street, 
where she remained until Sanner could get a 
horse and buggy, with which he took her to 
Decatur, where I and Policeman Hildebrand 
found them this afternoon,” 

Just as Mrs. Landers finished this recital, 
Chiet Conno}ly made his appearance and _ or- 
dered Sanner to be locked up and the charge 
of abduction booked against him. He then 
asked Mrs. Landers what disposition she de- 
sired to be made with her child, to which 
Mrs. Landers repl.ed by saying:

THE VICTIMS OF TRIiCHINOSIS. 


Two Dead So Farand Pour Others Stiil in a Critical 
Condition. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

By the death of little Freddy~Lutz, of 
Whitehall, Saturday, the number of surviv- 
ing members of the family is reduced to four. 
Mrs. Lutz, the mother, died over a weck ago, 
the trichinosis having developed much more 
rapidly in her case than in any of the others. 
Freddy, who was the youngest of those taken 
sick, being but three years old, held on longer 
ihan was expected, but his death was prophe- 
sied by the doctor at the tiuie he was taken sick 
His vitality was not suflicient to withstand 
the ravages of the disease, and he continued 
to fail until death came. ‘The condition of 
the other patients may be said to be stationa- 
ry. Mr. Lutz, thought that he was feeling 
better yesterday morning, and got up from 
his bed and walked to the window. This was 
the first time he bas been tpsince he was 
taken down with sickness. Mr, Lutz takes 
the matter very calmly. but seems to realize 
lis critical condition. The three sick boys, 
John, Charles and Jacob, also,wished to get 
up atthe time their father did, bat-were for- 
Yidden by Dr, Burns. | The patients are 
slightly emaciated, as is only natural with 
persons confined to their beds so long. but 
take the stimulating food and tonics gtven 
them and seem to receive benefit from them. 
Their pulses yesterday, which were stronger 
and lesydrequent than before, would seem to 
indicate that'there had’ been something of a 
gain. Itis impossible, however, to make any 
prophecy as to what the result of the 
sickness will ~ be. If the anti-septic 
treatment, which thev- are now §re- 
ceiving, proves effectual, their recovery May 
be looked for; butif the trichina have pene- 
trated the’ stomach and intestines the 
chances are that the patient will die. The 
result of the+ sickness must be awaited before 
it can be ascertained whether the worm has 
actudliy penetrated the vitals. It is possible 
that Dr. Burns may make an examination o! 
the boy Freddy's intestines,in order tosee how 
far the disease had progressed in his case. In 
the post mortem examination which was held 
on Mrs. Lutz, the trichina were found in the 
intestinal canal and the stomach and bowels 
were inflamed, but all the other parts were in 
a healthy condition. The pieces of flesh which 
were cut fromthe arm and thigh of Mrs. 
Lutz, and which were examined microscopic- 
ally, were found to be healthy, showing that 
the encysted worms had not yet been carried 
into tlie system. 

The interest which the cases have excited 
is shown by the number of letters Dr. Burns 
has received from all parts inquiring as to 
them, and asking for paeces of the diseased 
ham, or- of flesh from the deceased. Dr. 
Burns, at the proper time, will send a report 
to the medical journals, in which its history 
will be given. ~The doctor is now making a 
collection of the trichina in its different 
stages, and already has the ovum, tlre delop- 
ing ovum and the worm itself. The next 
stage is the worm in its eyst. The cyst is 
largely made up of earbone of lime, which 
the trichina gathered around itself from the 
system, and wrapped upin this it its carried 
into the muscles, and by its presence there in 
countless numbers breaks down the fibre and 
causes death by a wasting away of strength 
amd vitality. 

The boy Freddy will be buried at 2: o'clock 
to-morrow afternoon. The excitement over 
the'sickness is dying out, but ham is still’ far 
below par.

Noble lives spent in studying the intricacies of 
the human organization, and devising remedies for 
its diseases, have done much to alleviate physical 
and mental suffering. The horrors of surgical 
operations have been lessened, and shock preven- 
ted by the sdministration of anesthetics; the dith- 
culty and uncertainty in diagnosing the di-eases of 
the larynx have been remvuved, and its inner re- 
cesses mirrowed before the eyes by the laryngo- 
scope; Many & moan has been hushed and instan- 
taneous relief given by the simple introduction of 
morphia by means of the hypodermicsyringe. ihe 
microscope, as an aid to diagnosis, is now almost 
indispensable to the physician, enabling him 
to positively determine the nature of 
scirrhus and ether ftumors when before its intro- 
duction all was shrouded in darkness and uncer 
tainty. 

The sons of men have long been the only pilgrims 
that wended their way tothe shrine of medicine, 
there to place on the aitrr the best gifts of their 
laborand love. To-day they are joined by a band 
of sis‘ers, who ask to toi? in the onward march, to 
chant the sidtones of defeator swell the loud an- 
thems of victory. Permission to labor was the sim- 
ple boon they craved, and our chivairy should ex- 
tend to them a welcome since our profession Can 
but be ennobled by woman’s devotion and presence, 

since our last meeting the recor: of mortality hes 
been unusually large, and it is with sudness that I 
note the death of five of our members, Drs, James 
Mercer Green, and John K Boon, of Macon; T W 
Grimes,of Columbus; J B Underwood, of Cave Spring 
E. ly. Crump, of Burke county and L. N. Vaumeter, 
of Bartow county. Although the names of the two 
first do nofyappeer upon our roll, yet both of them 
were present and assisted at the organization of this 
society in the city of Macon in April,1849. 

While both were advanced in yeursand compelled 
by ill health to relinquish in a great measure the 
active prosecution of a cherished profession, yet 
they ever manifested a lively interest in everything 
that would advance the welfare and elevate the 
dignity of a profession, to [which the best energies 
of their lives had been devited. The committee on 
necrology will deem ita sad but gratified duty to 
prepare testimonials commemorative of the high 
attainments and abilities of these eminent men, 

Within the past few months an anxious world 
turned to the physician's skill for hope and encour- 
agement during weeks of gloom and despair when 
the life of the chief magistrate of the nation was 
in imminent jeopardy. With what feverish anx- 
iety and almost breathless silence did the nations 


of the earth await the daily bulletins that would

While physicians may criticize the course pur- 
sued—the treatment adopted—none will question 
the fact that to the watchful careand unremittiug 
attention of his medical advisers was due the pro- 
lengation of the life of the distinguished sufferer.
